Wilmington’'s self-service gas 
station owners are still in the dark 
about their ability to continue 
operating after April 1, when 
flammable material storage 
permits expire.

rules and regulations for issuance 
of flammable storage . permits 
that would effectively prohibit 
self serve gas stations in town 
Action on the measures, however, 
was tabled after a long and 
confused series of parliamentary 
maneuverings.

Avco lands $24 million 
contract for MX parts 


Avco Corp. has received a $24 
million US Air Force contract, to 
begin a full scale engineering 
development for parts for an 
advanced warhead for the MX 
missile. The announcement was 
made Monday morning. 

Locally Avco officials have no 
statement to make to date, other 
than they are still waiting for 
corporation approval from 
headquarters in Connecticut. The 
local Avco plant, on Lowell Street 
is busy processing papers and 
materials for the corporate 
headquarters. 

No formal announcement is 
expected for several weeks, or 
possibly later. 

The plans as they are at present 
are for the construction of an 
addition to Building Four. The 
new construction, to be located 
between the present plant and 
Maplé Meadow Brook, is ex- 
pected to add 175,000 square feet 
to the Avco facility. Construction 


would not be underway for 
several months. 

In no way is this a program for 
the proposed eight story building 
for which Avco won approval 
from the Board of Appeals 
several months ago. That 
building, if and when it is erected, 
will be in a different part of the 70 
acre site 

The eight story building con- 
struction became the con- 
troversial center of neighbors 
opposing, and the Wilmington 
selectmen entered a suit to 
prevent the construction. At the 
present time the selectmen are 
engaged in “conversation? with 
Avco to see whether any other 
type of construction can be ef: 
fected. 

Such construction, the select- 
men feel, can be of value both to 
Avco Corporation and to the 
people of Wilmington if a 

“middle” ground can be found.

converted to self service, along 
with several local gas station 
owners and other interested 
townspeople. 

Self service gas stations have 
been an issue since February, 
1975, when the Tulsa station first 
sought to change its operations. 
Believing their request to be in 
line with zoning by laws, the 
station's owners sought a 
variance from the board of ap- 
peals. Their petition was denied 
and Tulsa took the appeals board 
to court. The court told the board 
to reconsider its ruling and, 
following a second hearing late 
last year, the board reversed its 
original decision 

The selectmen, howgver, still 
had reservations bout the 
desirability of self service 
stations in Wilmington. On the 
advice of Town Counsel Alan 
Altman, they opted to draw up a 
set of regulations for all holders of 
flammable storage permits 
‘These included reporting the age 
and type of storage tanks when 
applying for a permit, enclosing 
any new tanks in a concrete 
storage vault and requiring 
flammable material to be han- 
dled only be an employee of the 
licensee. 

Debate Monday night on the 
proposed regulations began in 
earnest. Gerald Johnson, district 
manager of Shell Oil Company, 
asserted that self service gas 
stations have proven both safe 
and economically beneficial to 
the consumer. 

“Consumers can save between 
two and six cents a gallon," he 
said. “We would hope that the 
people of Wilmingten would want 
that for themselves." 

Johnson also pointed out that 
the two Shell stations in town, 
North Wilmington Shell owned by 
Robert Doucette and the Shell 
station on Lowell Street owned by 
Robert Lucas, had already made 
substantial investments. In fact, 
he said, Lucas’ station was 
completed and ready to begin 
operations. 

“I think a key factor is that 
towns all around Wilmington 
have self serve dealers,’ Johnson 
said. “Our dealers will be at a 
distinct disadvantage if they do 
not have self serve.” 

Selectman Michael Caira 
disputed the actual savings to 
consumers while Selectman 
Rocco DePasquale explained 
that, while he had no objection to 
stations that offered consumers a 
choice, he wanted to be sure that 
handicapped and elderly patrons 
would be able to obtain service. 

The discussion about self 
service was soon side-tracked, 
however, by debate on the con- 
crete vaults for new tanks 
Selectman Robert Cain offered an 
amendment to the proposed 
regulations stipulating that tanks, 
when replaced, would be replaced 
with “appropriate containers as 
approved by the D.E.Q.E., the

applicable agencies.” 

It was here the confusion 
began. A vote was proposed to be 
taken on the regulations. No 
discussion was forthcoming. No 
one seemed to oppose the move. 
All five selectmen voted in favor 
of the regulations. 

Attorney Joseph Courtney, 
representing Gibbs Oil, was 
among the first to pick up the 
discrepancy, Murmers were 
spreading through the crowd, just 
then realizing self service gas 
stations had been dispensed with 
without protest 

“I think there has been a 
misunderstanding of the action of 
the board,” Courtney said. 
“Usually it is customary to vote 
on the amendment first." 

“We thought it was just the 

tanks you were voting on,” said 
Johnson. 
“This board of selectmen isn’t in 
the busi: of railroading 
anyone," ured Caira, At his 
suggestion, the regulations were 
re-considered one at a time. 

The disclosure regulation and 
the regulation regarding the 
replacing of underground tanks 
passed 5 to 0, The regulation 
requiring that only employees of 
permit holders be allowed to 
handle flammable material lost 3 
to2. Selectmen DePasquale, John 
Imbimbo and Daniel Ballou each 
indicated that, while they did not 
approve of stations that were 
totally self service, they had no 
objections to stations that offered 
consumers a choice by having 
both a full serve and a self serve 
island. 

‘I am surprised that, after 
discussing this issue with my 
colleagues and they indicating 
they opposed self service 
stations......Well, they have a 
right to change their minds," said 
a bemused Caira. 

Ballou then moved that any gas 
station providing a self service 
island should also provide a full 
service island. His motion was 
seconded by Imbimbo. Courtney, 
however, objected that this would 
be unfair to his client, Tulsa, who, 
he said, had already spent $60,000 
on renovations. 

Ballou withdrew his motion in 
favor of one by DePasquale that 
tabled the issue for 30 days until 
the board could receive advice 
from town counsel. DePasquale’s 
motion also’provided that in the 
interim no further renovations 
could be undertaken to make 
other Wilmington gas stations self, 
service. It passed unanimously

Examining two sides of scofflaw story 


The other day I received an of- 
ficial-looking letter with a wide red 
stripe angled across the upper lef- 
thand corner from the city of Boston. 
Inside this letter I found a final 
demand for a parking fine I had 
gotten on Congress Street last 
December. The notice had obviously 
been designed to intimidate me into 
paying the fine right away. 

My first reaction was to pay the 
fine. Then I recalled my past history 
with the traffic department of the 
Boston police: over the past ten 
years I've been ticketed around a 
dozen times. Each time I paid the 
fine, One day I met someone who 
worked at the Roxbury District 
Court, and he told me that I probably 
would have gotten away without 
paying the fines, which totalled well 
over a hundred dollars, At the time 
the city almost never pursued 
violators, he indicated, due to a 
shortage of funds and manpower 

‘That was before the recent crack- 
down and before the Denver boot 
goosestepped into town (it's now 
known as the “Boston Boot"). Yet I 
am still reluctant to pay my current 
fine, notwithstanding the threat of 
beingbooted. According to Boston 
police, one’s car isn’t likely to be 
booted unless one owes for more 
than five tickets. I still have four 
more tickets to go before I run the 
risk of being booted. But that’s not 
the'reason for my reluctance to pay 
the fine. I received my letter the 
same week one of the Boston 
newspapers published a list of the 
scofflaws who owe the most money. 
to the city of Boston. Many of them 
come from the suburbs; a few are 
even among the hierarchy of Boston 
city employees. Some of their 
automobiles have been booted, some 
haven't. The bottom line is it angers 
me to see a lot of people getting 
away with not paying their fines, 
while I've always made an effort to 
pay mine. Until this recent violation, 
as I've said. By the time this 
column runs. however, I wil! have 
probably paid the fine anyway, just 
because I hate to have little 
nuisances hanging over my head. 

‘The insouciant irresponsibility of 
many scofflaws is just one side of 
this issue; the other side originates 
with the mayor of Boston. It is his 
reasoning behind the current crack- 
down on scofflaws. I could ap- 
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preciate Mayor white’s desire to 
crackdown on those parking 
violators who have deliberately 
ignored paying their fines, if the 
crackdown were solely for that 
purpose.. The mayor is coercing a 
crackdown to raise money, which 
he’s craftilly labelled ‘‘un- 
anticipated revenues,” to rehire 
police officers laid off in the wake of 
prop. 2% cuts. This is poor 
management. The safety of the 
public is suppose to be paid for out of 
tax revenues, not parking fines. 

If Mayor White had instituted this 
crackdown after coming up with a 
city budget that included adequate 
police protection, I'd have no 
qualms. This isn't the case. The 
current crackdown will provide the 
city of Boston with additional police 


Be careful of clothing 


The designer clothes, 
metallics, and soft swea 
ting many shoppers this se: 
not live up to their price ta, 

The key word is serviceability 
Most people assume that a garment 
they buy will be wearable if the care 
instructions are followed. Un 
fortunately, that ideal does not 
always hold true, and paying a lot of 
money does not ensure quality 

‘As an example, Donald Tripolsky, 
associate director of the Neigh: 
borhood Cleaners Association 
(NCA), pulls out an indigo-blue print 
designer blouse which has an ob- 
vious blur where the dye ran into the 
white background. 
just by wearing it,” he says. 

Mr. Tripolsky also cites the case of 
a $340 designer angora sweater that 
shrank to a doll's size with the first 
washing and displays a pleated skirt 
with an inverted design pressed into 
the pleats that would be impossible 
to reproduce after cleaning 

According to federal regulations 
set in 1971, all clothing must have a 
permanently fixed label specifying 
the fiber content and care in. 
structions. 

But the care instructions clothing 
manufacturers supply are not 
always accurate or complete, 
Tripolsky claims. He says that 
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officers for a while, but what hap- 
pens after the current influx of 
“unanticipated fevenues”’ runs out, 
after the city has gone after all the 
scofflaws on that list? The thought of 
Mayor White ordering the police to 
deliberately go after motorists who 
park illegally strictly to continue a 
flow of funds to pay police officers is 
abhorrent. He has managed to get 
away with his crackdown in Boston, 
but imagine the public outery in, 
say, Woburn if that city's mayor 
decided he was going to boot 
everybody in sight as a means of 
paying Woburn’s police officers 

It is about time that Mayor 
White's crackdown is recognized for 
what it really is: an attempt to avert 
the public's eyes away from his 
inability to manage Boston with a 


manufacturers, in their haste to get

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Wildlife revisited 


Watching natives 


prepare for Spring

“In the Spring a young man's 
fancy lightly turns to thoughts of 
love.” — Alfred, Lord Tennyson. 

FRONT ROYAL, VA. — Long 
before spring makes its official 
debut in this sleepy valley of the 
Blue Ridge Mountains, some of the 
male ‘inhabitants of lower Posey 
Hollow are shaking off the winter 
doldrums and getting a head start on 
the season. 

On a typical day in late February 
or early March, it is not at all 
unusual to find young and old males 
alike departing their homes shortly 
after sunset, They spend the night 
eating and drinking and cruising 
around until all hours, 

Sometimes, according to John 
Seidensticker and his friends, who 
have spent many hours observing 
these nocturnal comings and goings, 
the residents don't return home at 
all, choosing to spend the next day in 
the company of — well, ahem — a 
friendly female denizen. Need we 
Say more? 

Well, actually yes, for lest we 
offend your sensibility, dear reader, 
“we hasten to add that the gentlemen 
in question are merely the local 
raccoons doing what comes 
naturally 

And, as for John Seidensticker and 
his colleagues, watching what 
comes naturally is not a form of 
voyeurism; it is part of a two-year- 
old study of native wildlife being 
carried out here in Front Royal at 
the Smithsonian's Conservation and 
Research Center, a National 
Zoological Park Facility for the 
breeding and study of exotic and 
endangered animals 

In formal terms, the study is 
aimed at learning more about the 

“behavioral ecology and population 
dynamics" of the native wildlife 
inhabiting the center's 3,086 acres 
and coexisting with its 70 species of 


exotic animals, ranging {rom 
Bactrian camels to zebras. 
In practi terms,” the 


Smithsonian's Seidensticker, a 
Ph.D. ecologist, says, “we want to 
know exactly what Happens to the 
native animals on the cente 
grounds — what they eat, where 
they go, how quickly they grow, how 
often they breed, what kills them 
and how they interact with eagh 
other and with the exotic species 

“And because the conservation 
center is ,, in essence, a 4.8-square- 
mile ‘island’ in a sea of spreading 
urbanization with two million people 
in the nearby area and only 80 miles 
from Washington, D.C., we want to 
know how these animals interact 
with man." 

Many old familiar friends are 
under study, including r 
opossums, striped skun 
white-tailed deer, as well as bobcats, 
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black bears and small rodents such 
as mice and squirrels. 

For 10 days each month, biologist 
Greg Sanders sets out more than 
three dozen “live” traps each 
evening — the animals are normally 
active at night — in the area known 
as Posey Hollow, a mixture of 
streams, grasslands, forest and 
abandoned agricultural fields 
broken occasionally by old fence 


lines and dirt roads. The next 
morning — rain, snow or shine — he 
checks the traps and brings the 
unharmed animals back to his 


laboratory 
On a good day, Sanders has been 
rewarded with as many as three 
female opossums, each with a pouch 
full of young, and four male rac- 
coons. On a bad day, the yield might 
be two box turtles. ‘Fortunately 
the 26-year-old Sanders there 
are many more good days than bad 
ones."” 4 
Back in the laboratory,, Sanders 
anesthetizes the animals, weighs 
and measures them, determines 
their sex and age, checks for 
parasites and tooth wear and puts 
ear identification tags on the ne 
caught animals. Many animals 
caught again and again, becoming 
sort of old friends to the researchet 
A key part of the study invol 
attaching radio collars to 


the 
animals. Each animal is assigned 


different radio frequency; the 
emitted signals enable the scientists 
to follow each creature's 
whereabouts — its home range and 
territory — as well as its behavior, 
especially its nightly peram 
bulations. 


‘The radio-tracking investigations 
have also proved helpful in training 
scientists from India and Europe to 

use these sophisticated techniques 
for studying native and endangered 
animals in their own countries and 
sewh ere in the world. 
To date, more than 360 animals 
have received ear tags; 62 of these 
have received radio callers, Out of 
the reams of data already collected, 
some surprising patterns are 
emerging, some in conflict with the 
generally accepted behavior of these 
animals

Hollow male raccoons, for 
instance, differ considerably {rom 
their relations in the Northern 
United States. In the North, the 
animals spend the winters largely in 
their dens, not really in a state of 
hibernation, but living off the fat 
they've stored during autumnal 
eating binges. 

“But here,” Seiden sticker says; 
‘we find that only the adult females 
follow this pattern, Our adult males 
and young racoons are active all 
winter. With any break in freezing

Popular beliefs to the contrary 
dogs and can get along quite 
well in the same household. Felines 
and canines in the wild were not 
natural enemies since they had 
different hunting preferences and 
did not compete for the same 
territory. Whether a dog and cat get 
along well in the domestic setting 
often depends more on attitudes of 
their owners, or past owners, than 
on the animals’ natural instincts 

When animosity does exist bet 
ween cats and dogs, it has often been 
created by an owner who thought it 
was funny to ‘sic’ dogs on cats. 
Problems can also arise in the case 
of ahunting dog that might confuse a 
cat with small games that they have 
been taught to attack. A cat that has 
learned to runn for its life from a 
hunting dog is not likely to trust 
sother dogs and may, in fact, have 
learned to attack first 

he best way to raise a dog and cat 
together successfully is to introduce 
them at the puppy and kitten stage. 
With equal attention and affection. 
they should grow up together quite 
amicably 

If f you already have a grown 
animal however and would like to 
add a new pet to the family, much 
depends on the age and tem 
perament of the original pet. Ob: 
viously, if you have an older dog that 
is jealous by nature, a defenseless 
little kitten could have a very dif 
ficult time of it, but a good natured. 
full-grown cat should be able to 
adjust. Similarly, if you own an 
older cat that already hates dogs, 
don't subject a vulnerable puppy to 


its probapie assaults. 
Generally speaking though, a 
stable adult dog will accept a kitten 
and a mature cat will learn to 
coexist peacefully with a puppy. Be 
sure to give the oider pet a great 
deal of attention so it does not feel 
the newcomer is usurping its place

weather, they are out all night. One 
‘year-old male, number 18, for 
example, spent nearly 12 hours one 
night in March foraging and 
probably laying scent trails. He 
covered two miles and nearly 170 
acres before returning to a den tree 
1,500 feet away from where he 
started out." 

Another surprising finding is 
that many of the Posey Hollow 
opossums weaned late in summer in 
second litters do well, sometimes 
better than first litter babies weaned 
in May or June. This is in contrast to 
patterns observed elsewhere and 
appears to be related to the 
abundance of berries, grapes, 
persimmons and apples available to 
second litters born at Front Royal 


“What is universally true with all 
the wildlife here," Sanders notes, 
“is that things don’t change 
gradually. They change in a big 
hurry — the differences in seasons 
are dramatic. I may not catch a 
skunk for five months. Then all of a 
sudden in February during the 
breeding season, I'll catch 
skunks, all males in 10 days. And 
animals come and go in this area 
quickly. Our opossums are con- 
stantly on the move. Very few seem 
to have home ranges; they really 
cruise." 


Seidensticker intends to monitor 
these changes for a number of years. 


“Ultimately,"" he. says, ‘we'll 
document the dynamics of the 
structure of this native wildlife 


community and determine the rules 
that govern it. Then we can compare 
it with communities elsewhere in 
the United States and the tropics."” 

‘The data gathered are also im 
mensely practical, “central to the 
concept of managing a conservation 
center,’’ Sanders says 
“If we're expanding an area, say to 
make room for more Pere David's 
or Eld’s deer, we don't want to do 
anything harmful to our native 
populations while we accommodate 
the more exotic species. 

“In a way,” Seidensticker adds, 
“the native wildlife study is a 
hearkening back to the original 
mission of the National Zoo, which 
was the first zoo in the world 
dedicated to the preservation ot 
native species.” 


When the National Zoo was for: 
med by Congress in 1889, the once 
plentiful Plains bison were nearly 
extinct and grizzly bears, antelope 
and, mountain sheep were alsa 
disappearing in the west. By the 
early 1900s, the puma, wolf, elk and 
bison had disappeared completely 
from the Eastern United States and 
wild turkeys, deer, black bears and 
beavers had become locally or 
regionally scarce or absent 

Some animals have made a 
comeback, thanks largely to in- 
tensive conservation efforts but, 
because of man's encroachment, 
others will never occupy their for: 
mer habitat 

Like many of his colleagues, the 
37-year-old Seidensticker has spent 
most of his career studying animals 
considerably more exotic than Front 
Royal, Va., but he now sees a

The public cry for a tougher 
response to drunken driving is being 
answered in, at least, one area of the 
state — Essex County. Police of 
ficers are cracking down on drunk 
drivers, and judges seem to be en:

‘The drunnk driver may or may not 
be deterred by a jail sentence. In the 
past, drunk driver was entered in 
the same program aas other 
criminals. Result: The drunk driver 
is temporarily taken off the road but 
may return to drinking and driving 
after the sentence is completed, 
especially if the person is an 
alcoholic.

observes Scout week 


On Wednesday, February 10, the 
Retired Men’s Club observed the 
72nd anniversary of Boy Scouts of 
America. 

A brief capsule history of the 
World-wide Scouting Movement 
‘The year was 1857, It saw the birth of 
one Robert Stevenson Smyth, who 
would become a British Army 
General, better known to hisotry as 
Lord Baden-Powell, founder of 
‘Scouting in 1907. 

He saw a need for some kind of 
organized effort to channel the free 
time of young boys into worthwhile 
pursuits. After meeting with 
parents; teachers and clergy, his 
ideas were met with enthusiasm. 
Groups of boys were formed around 
the basic unit called ‘the patrol’. 
Tracking; love of the outdoors; 
clean living; respect for God and 
Country; respect for authority and 
service to others were, (and still 
are) the foundation stones of the 
organization he called ‘Boy 
Scouts.” 

An American, in London on 
business, asked a boy for directions. 
The lad replied, “Sir, you're a 
stranger and in this fog, 'twould be 
better if I take you there’’. An of- 
fered tip was met with, “No thank 
you Sir, I'm a Boy Scout and that is 
my ‘good turn for today’. Returning 
to the States he told the story 
wherever he went, creating so much 
interest that, at the urging of an 
American artist naturalist, Daniel 
Carter Beard, (born 1850) Congress 
charted the Boy Scouts of America, 
February 7, 1910. 

Lord Baden-Powell and Daniel 
Carter Beard died in 1941 at the age 
of 84 and 91 respectively. 

V.F. Tom Coughlan a former scout 
and in recent years, a volunteer with 
‘Troop and Pack 725, at Most Blessed 
Sacrament, Greenwood, proudly 
introduced Eagle Scout Dana 
Bernabeo, Troop 701, With him were 
his father Joseph A. Bernabeo and 
Life Scout Elmer Luken.

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1am Boston’ entertaining despite story weaknesses

The Boston Youth Theater's 
presentation of a new musical 
comedy ‘I Am Boston,” here at the 
Charles Theater through March 14, 
is, like any revue, I suppose, a 
variety of skits and songs, some of 
which you may enjoy, some you 
may not. The basic {dea of these 
revues is to string together a series 
of ideas with an overriding story 
line, Some, like “Sugar Babies,” a 
high-gloss Broadway production, 


succeeds in doing just that. “I Am 
Boston,” utilizing the talents of 19 
gifted young adults (with ages 
ranging from 15-21) is a bit less 
polished. They try hard, but the 
transition from one piece to the next 
is a bit too spotty, and not all of the 
bits are good. An “A” for effort, but 
a “C" (which still isn’t bad) for the 
final product 


Basically, ‘‘I Am Boston’’ 
chronicles the history of the city 
through a series of flashbacks 
Tangled up amidst this lesson is a 


young man (John Lathan) whose 
intentions — and future — are being 
courted by three consciences. By 
showing him how famous people in 
Boston's history may have handled 
his situation (which is that of a 
student) and gone on to greatness, 
the three show glimpses of history 
which promotes their best interests. 
Monica Dotten represents the part 
of him that says the world is doomed 
and he should just enjoy things while 
he can. Andrew Sawler js the in- 
dustrious one, preaching a patient 
approach to life, which will pay off 


with big bucks in the end. Finally 
Blanca Burgos is the dreamer. 
prodding John to follow his desires, 
and dare to hope for the fulfillment 
of his secret wishes. 

Who wins out? Come on! In the 
world of dramatic arts the dreamer 
always does. That's a foregone 
conclusion. Anyway, that’s the 
extent of this play's story, and one 
can see that there'll have to be a lot 
of good acting, etc. to make it 
feasible. Luckily, there is 

Lathan is quite a talent. The 
former “Zoom” member (don't hold 


that against him) can sing, dance. 
and is a quite credible actor. He's 
obviously the star in the show, 
although the Youth Theater doesn’t 
promote him, as such 

Dotten and Burgos are also very 
good. Sawler tended to be a bit stiff 
which perhaps was his intention, but 
I thought he went a bit too far. 

‘There were several amusing skits 
involving the production's top 
“‘scene-stealer,"" Devin Blackstarr 
Tops for comedy included “Duel 
“Sons of Liberty," ‘School's Out 
and “Boylston. 


The songs “I Won't Stop," etc. are 
all well done, with Benjamin 
Patrick, Courtney Grey, and Odell 
Mitchell joined by Lathan. 

All told, “I Am Boston” is an 
entertaining evening. You can't 
fault anyone for not trying, even 
though the script is a little weak, the 
production takes a while to get going 
(I'd suggest a musical number right 
off the bat instead of a pair of the ~ 
show's weaker scenes, “Library” 
and ‘Goody Sherman's Pig"), and 
the show loses some of its intensity 
at the end.

‘This small firm in business for 20 
years grosses $200,000 an hour 
Dress is informal: No one wears 
ties. In fact, a founder, who attended 
the London School of Economics, 
shows up for work in a football 
jersey decorated with feathers. 

A California computer cor: 
poration, perhaps? A money market 
fund run by eccentric MBA: 

Nope. It’s the Rolling Stone — a 
rock group that’s put rhythmn in the 
phrase ‘‘supply-side economics.” 

‘Their recent American tour was 
the most luerative in pop music 
history, raking in an estimated $40 
million in ticket receipts. At that 
rate the group grossed ap- 
proximately $400,000 for each two- 
hour show. More significantly, the 
tour showcased rock’s vast potential 
as a marketing tool — a natural 
medium for selling the “baby boom" 
demographic bulge everything from 
radios to perfume. Indeed, one 
perfumemaker partially sponsored 
the tour 

“The Woodstock generation has 
grown up and moved into 
decisionmaking positions, and 
Madison Avenue has opened its 
eyes” to the possibility of reaching 
them through rock music, says 
Joshua Simons, executive director 
of the promotion firm, Rockbill Inc. 

Before he begfime famous as the 
Dickensian gamin of rock and roll, 
Stones star Mick Jagger was a 
student at the London School of 
Economics. Reportedly, he still 
keeps a sharp eye on details that 
affect the bottom line (he rode to 
concerts in a limousine, but other 
members of the group arrived in 
vans), And during their 24-city 
swing the Stones seemed at times 
the most profitable British industry 
operating in North America 

Besides their estimated 75 to 9 
percent share of the ticket money,

Madison Ave. latches on to rock 


the group had a healthy $10 million 
income from sales of T-shirts, 
programs and bumper stickers, say 
informed sources. 

‘And the tour undoubtedly spurred 
sales of the Stones’ smooth new 
album, “Tattoo You," which has 
already sold 3 million copies, ringing 
up $4.5 million in musician royalties. 

‘That's not all. One of the Stones’ 
final concerts was broadcast live 
over cable TV to customers in 12 
cities, who paid $10 apiece for the 
privilege of watching Jagger cavort 
to “Jumping Jack Flash’’ on screens 
in their living rooms. The cable 
booty was estimated by industry 
journals to top $5 million. 

Of course, not all this cash will be 
carted off to the band members’ 
mansions in tax havens around the 
world. The theatrical experience is 
half the fun of a rock concert, and, at 
least where the Rolling Stones are 
concerned, theatrics don’t come 
cheap. 

‘Their 20-song sets were played on 
a $500,000, multilevel revolving 
stage complete with coolers, a 
dressing room, and two “cherry 
picker" pneumatic lifts that waved 
Mick over the crowd at odd 
moments. During the grand finale, 
with the band belting out “I Can't 
Get No Satisfaction,” giant bags of 
balloons emptied to cover the 
audience. 

This movable extravaganza was 
carted around the country by a fleet 
of semi-trailers and a chartered 
Boeing 727. And, from their share of 
the take, the Stones had to pay 
salaries and board for their en 
tourage — 52 guards, technicians, 
and hangers-on’ for the indoor 
concerts, 68 for the outdoor dates. 

Besides generating a GNP 
equivalent to a small principality. 
the Rolling Stones tour was a highly 
visible example of the growing trend 
to use pop music and pop music 
stars as marketing tools, much as

sports and athletes traditionally 
feature in commercials. 

Part of the tour’s production costs 
were underwritten by perfume 
manufacturer Jovan, which signed a 
“multimillion-dollar” pact with the 
group for ‘promotional con- 
siderations,” says a spokesman for 
the Stones. 

Such arrangements are becoming 
more common. Rough-voiced Scot 
singer Rod Stewart is touring 
currently with partial sponsorship 
from Sony recording tape. Funk 
band Earth, Wind, and Fire now 
endorses Panasonic products, with 
band members featured in finger- 
snapping national TV commercials. 

‘Once considered to reach only a 
narrow age group, rock music has 
now been around long endugh to be 
much more of a mainstream 
cultural experience. 

“We think rock music now has 
much broader appeal,”” says Joshua 
Simons of Rockbill, the firm that put 
Jovan and the Stones together. “It's 
a great way to reach young adults.” 

From an advertiser's point of 
view, says Simons, pop music is a 
wonderful way of pinpointing an 
audience — a cowboy boot 
manufacturer, for instance, might 
sponsor a country western singer. 

For its cash, Jovan didn’t get a 
specific endorsement of its products 
But the firm had its name on each of 
the 2 million tickets sold and 
stamped its logo on tour T-shirts and 
posters. 

In addition, the company was 
allowed to designate an “official 
radio station" wherever the Stones 
appeared — and the importance 
placed on this designation shows 
what a powerful draw a big name in 
the music industry can be. 

An official radio station was 
allowed to purchase tickets for use 
in promotional contests. What they 
gave up in return is a matter of some 
debate.

WWDC-FM, official station for 
Washington, received 600 tickets for 
“providing the most innovative 
romotional support for Jovan," 
'S station vice-president Don 
Davis. 
A competitor, WRQX-FM 
promotion director Rick Fowler, 
says it was a straight bidding con- 
test — whoever promised Jovan the 
most free commercial time was 
designated “official.” 

“And they wanted a fairly 
outrageous amount,” Fowler adds. 
“It got to a point where it was just 
ridiculous."

NETWORK TELEVISION 
EXPANDING BOUNDARIES 

Fortified by a change in the 
regulatory stance in Washington, 
our top television networks are 
being encouraged to aim their 
broadcasting airwaves into the 
newer technological media of Cable 
TV to foster healthy competition, 
and also to provide additional public 
entertainment channels. Two of the 
major networks have already 
created program production and 
distribution subsidiaries to serve 
domestic Cablt TV and provide 
programs for videodisks and 
videotapes. They likewise plan to 
supply textual and graphic local and 
national information via television. 
Moreover, Cable TV units have been 
organized to produce cultural 
programs over network-owned 
stations 

Cable television operators are 
growing faster than the national 
networks and will continue to do so 
for several years, But the major 
networks are still the dominant 
factors in entertainment and news 
coverage owing to their advertising 
revenues, Cable and pay TV depend 
chiefly on subscribers for revenues 
and have nowhere near reached the 
level of penetration which would 
attract corporate advertisers. 
Again, they are badly in need of 
creating original programming as 
well as upgrading their current 
offerings. 

In the opinion of the Research 
Department of Babson's Reports, 
this will require more funding, 
experience and time. While both 
networks and cable operators will be 
able to share and prosper in the 
1980s, right now the stocks of the 
leading network broadcasters ap- 
pear to be more attractive for in- 
vestment purchases, 

SOLID GROWTH FOR THE 
NETWORKS 
Despite escalating programming

(such as subscription TV, satellite 
transmission of TV programs, 
superstations, video cassettes, and 
video disks), the networks increased 
their new revenues last year to an 
estimated $10 billion vs. $8 billion in 
1980, By 1985, industry revenues are 
expected to reach $16.9 billion in 
current dollars, at a compound 
annual rate of some 14 percent. Pre- 
tax broadcast income for 1981 is 
believed to have risen almsot 5 
percent over 1980, which turned in a 
2 percent gain. By 1985, an advvance 
from the present $1.8 billion to $3 
billion is forecast. 

Fueling this growth is the steady 
stream of income from corporate 
advertisers. The laters’ budgets 
have increased sizably in the past 
four economic downturns and should 
continue to do so in 1982. Thus, the 
commercial TV networks should 
continue to prosper, buoyed by 
higher TV advertising rates which 


are still below those of other media «/ 


such as newspapers and magazines. 
About 45 percent of total television 
advertising is allocated to the net- 
works. 


MORE DEREGULATION IN THE 
WINGS 

The Federal Communications 
Commission recently granted a 
waiver of the rule prohibiting the 
network TV broadcasters from 
owning Cable TV stations. License 
terms have also been increased 
from 3 to 5 years, Possible repeal of 
the prime-time access rule (limits 
the TV networks to 3% hours) is 
being considered, as is a relaxation 
of rules
